We exhort you, Brethren, warn them that are unru- 
ly; comfort the feeble minded; ſupport the weak ; 
be patient towards all men. 


HIS Exhortation is conceived in the truly 

amiable ſpirit of religion. It points out 
our duty to offending brethren clearly and for- 
cibly: a duty, which the place and purpoſe of 
our aſſembling naturally recall to our attention. 
Nor can I more effectually recommend that la- 
bour of love to which we are this day invited, 
than by dwelling for a while upon the precepts of 
the text, and leading you to refle& upon their 
import and conſequence. 


We exhort you, brethren,” faith the apoſtle. 
We urge it as your bounden duty, as an eſſential 
B | part 
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part of Chriſtian charity, WARN THEM THAT: 


ARE UNRULY. ---- Look not with indifference on 
thoſe who walk unworthy of their vocation : be 


ſolicitous and zealous for reforming them. Abhor 
their vitious practices; and ſhrink from every the 
moſt diſtant danger of pollution ; (a) bating even 


the garment ſpotted by the fleſh. But conſider the 
value of an immortal ſoul. Think for what glo- 


rious purpoſes the offenders were created eg re- 


deemed. (b) Of ſome have compaſſion, making a 


difference, diſtinguiſhing their ſeveral degrees of 


guilt, and treating them with the lenity or ſe— 
verity ſuited to their different circumſtances. But 
condeſcend even to the profligate ; diſplay before 
them all their vileneſs and danger; preſs them 
with the terrours of the Lord ; ſoften them 
with the recollection of his mercies ; employ 


every motive, improve every circumſtance, that 


may pierce them with a ſenſe of their tranſgreſ- 
ſions. Thus ſhall ye diſcover a zealous concern 
for the glory of God, a benevolent attention to 
the moſt momentous intereſts of your fellow- 
creatures, an anxious ſolicitude for their honour, 
and exaltation, and happineſs, when all that is

called 
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called honour, and exaltation, and happineſs, in 
this world, hath vaniſhed like the morning cloud. 


Sinners, thus impreſſed with a fearful ſenſe of 
guilt, are naturally confounded and diſmayed ; 
their minds diſtracted, their thoughts diſſipated, 
their terrours violent, with no determined pur- 
poſe, no proſpect of relief, no reſource or con- 
ſolation, but (a) a fearful looking for of judgment. 
But to little purpoſe have we laboured, if the 
offender be awakened to a feeling of his danger, 
merely to confound and diſtract him. No! Chriſ- 
tian charity mult interpoſe again, and comrorT 
THE FEEBLE-MINDED; rouſe them from deſpon- - 
dency, from terrour and diſtraction; point out 
their true ſource of conſolation ; affectionately 
entreat them to put away the evil of their do- 
ings; remind them, that (Y) although their ſins be 
as ſcarlet, they fhall become as white as ſnow ; that 
(c) the Lord will have mercy upon his afflicted 5 
and that Chriſt is (d) the propitiation for their ſins. 
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The wounded ſpirit is thus healed and enli- 
vened ; and the tranſgreſſor, duly encouraged and

1 directed, 
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directed, will ſeek that reconciliation which he 
finds not yet deſperate; and labour to obtain that 
pardon, which, he learns, the long-ſuffering of 
God is ſtill ready to beſtow. And bleſſed be that 
loving kindneſs which is thus ſucceſsfully em- 
ployed in the ſalvation of ſouls! Yea, and great 
is their reward, and glorious their diſtinction in 
the day of the Lord, who thus (a) turn many 10 


| righteouſneſs ! 


But the law of charity is not yet fulfilled. The 
ſtate of thoſe, who have juſt ceaſed to do evil, 
and are now learning to do well, is oftentimes a 
ſtate of dangerous and bitter conflict. Returning 
ſinners, how ſincere ſoever, and lively in their 
repentance, have ſtill their depravities to ſub- 
due; are ſtill to contend againſt the force of ha- 
bit; and habit doth not yield at once to convicti- 
on and reflection. In a path to which they have 
been unaccuſtomed, they cannot walk ſecurely.--- 
They are therefore ſtill the objects of compaſſion. 
We are to SUPPORT THE WEAK, —— We are 
to regard their caſe, as that of a friend juſt reſ-

cued 
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cued from a dangerous and waſting malady. The 
virulence of the diſorder may be ſubdued; but 
langour and danger ſtill remain. We are every 
moment to apprehend a relapſe, and to guard 
againſt it by a ſcrupulous caution, and regimen 
apparently ſevere. Appetites may be craving, 
and deſires irregular; but theſe muſt be obſtinate- 
ly controuled. Indulgence might prove a ſnare 
even to the ſtrong; but muſt be fatal to the 
wretch juſt ſnatched from death. It is therefore, 
a neceſſary part of Chriſtian charity, to guard, 
to aſſiſt, and to ſupport thoſe who {till labour 
under the remains of ſpiritual malady; to attend 
them with an affectionate care, to ſecure them 
againſt the danger of falling away, to lead them 
gently and cautiouſly to a full recovery, from 
ſtrength to ſtrength, until they be enabled to 
walk in the full vigour and ſecurity of the up- 
right. 


And laſtly; in this exerciſe of compaſſion to 


the offending, we are to BE PATIENT WITH ALL 


MEN, — We are to proceed in the ſpirit of that 
heavenly endowment, which (a) ſuffereth long, 


1 Cor. 13. 4. 
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and is kind, which hopeth all things, and endureth 
all things : temperate, indulgent, and affectio- 

nate; not readily provoked, not lightly diſcou- 
raged ; diligent in our endeavours, calmly wait- 
ing the event; faithful to our duty of planting 
or of watering, but ever bearing in mind that it 
is God (a) which giveth the encreaſe; and pati- 
ently expecting the influence of his ſpirit. — 
The depravity of mankind may be grievous : 
but we, miſerable offenders, muſt bear with this 
depravity. We ourſelves, alas! are eminent ex- 
amples of the long-ſuffering of God: in us, it 
would be hideous inſolence, not to be long ſuf— 
fering to our brethren. Sinners may be weak, 
ignorant, irreſolute, or obdurate; ſo that the 
ſincereſt and moſt ardent ſolicitude for their re- 
formation may frequently prove unſucceſsful. 
But our hopes are not to be reſigned, nor our ef- 
forts relaxed by diſappointment. The good de- 
rived from them, may not always correſpond 
with our expectations but our expectations may 
be unreaſonable : and the ſmalleſt portion of 


good produced is infinitely more than e 
to all our labours.

Such 
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Such is the duty of a Chriſtian to his offend- 
ing brethren. For I have endeavoured to deli- 
ver the doctrine of the Goſpel plainly and in- 
genuouſly, without ſtraining, or adapting it to 
any particular purpoſe. I might have conſider- 
ed this duty more extenſively ;- pointed out the 
perſons more eſpecially obliged to practiſe it; 

the circumſtances in which it is particularly to 
be exerciſed; the rules of Chriſtian prudence by 
which it ſhould be regulated ; and the. feryour 
of religious zeal with which we ſhould dil- 
charge it. But the preſent occaſion admits on- 


ly of this plain detail: and I truſt it will plead 


forcibly in favour of the charitable Inſtitution we 
are now invited to ſupport. 


If the guardians of this houſe cannot always 


ſeek and warn the unruly, the wretched objects 


of their care need no warning. Infamy, and 


poverty, and milery, have been their inſtructors. 


Rejected and forlorn, afflicted and unpitied, 
crouching under the, heavy burden of iniquity, 


they pour out their tears, 'before theſe doors 


for refuge. — *& 8 us from perdition ; ; 


„% cover 
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** cover us from reproach ; ſave us from the 


* horrid conſequences of our miſdoings.“ — 


When anguiſh and remorſe utter ſuch piercing 
cries, would to God! the conductors of this 


charity could open their arms to every peni- 
we: 7 


So many as they have been enabled to receive, 
— and their numbers cannot be deemed incon- 
ſiderable, unleſs we form our judgments from 
the ſimilar inſtitution of a neighbouring king- 
dom, in opulence greatly our ſuperiour, in be- 
nevolence ſurpaſſed by none. — So many, I ſay, 
as they have been enabled to receive, have here 
found refuge from ſin and ſorrow: a refuge 
originally deviſed and provided, by a zealous and 
ſteady principle of loving-kindneſs, not diſcou- 
raged by the cautious and ſevere, not diſcon- 
certed by the levity of heedleſs cenſure, or the 
wantoneſs of ſcorn and ridicule. And happily, 
the friends of this eſtabliſhment are now ena- 
bled to fi lence all cold and: captious objections 
by the uncontrouled force of facts; all ſurmize, 
ſaſpicion, and ace 1 the irreſiſtible ar- 
gument of experie nce, 3 285

While 
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While the ſcrupulous have objected, they have 
executed their chriſtian deſign ; while the ti- 
mid have foreſeen numberleſs dangers and in- 
conveniences, they have neglected, and refuted 
their forebodings. They ſaid, with the wiſe 
man, (a) He that obſerveth the wind ſhall not ſow, 
and he that regardeth the clouds ſhall not reap, 
They caſt their bread upon the waters with a 
j patient confidence, hoping, and waiting the ef- 
N fect of their pious cares. They have inſtructed 
thoſe who felt but their temporal miſeries, and 
; knew not the depths of wretchedneſs to which 
| they had been plunged: enlightening their un- 
g derſtandings, and teaching the inſenſible and un- 
inſtructed, to ſee and know the ſhamefulneſs of 
their abominations. They have comforted thoſe . |} 
feeble-minded who felt and abhorred their odious 
degradation, but doubted of the poſſibility of a 
recovery. They have diſplayed before them the 
treaſures of God's mercies; recalled and con- 
ducted them to the paths of purity and piety ; 
{ſtrengthened (b) the weak hands, and the feeble: 
knees; taught, exhorted, watched, reproved, en--

treated, encouraged, given them new thou ohts 
and affections, trained them to new habits: 5 K in 
this (a) patient continuance in well doing, have borne 
with the forward, the obdurate, and the back- 
ſliding; not diſcouraged by ſome inſtances of ill 
ſucceſs; knowing the force of depravity; and 
bleſſing God for the far greater number, who 
have folly repaid their labours, by that lively re- 
pentance and ſteadfaſt reformation, which often- 


times ſucceed the moſt deplorable and e 


deſperate tranſgreſſion. 


If there be Chriſtian charity, ſurely theſe are 
its genuine effuſions. If thoſe ſouls which Chriſt 
purchaſed be of value, then is this work worthy 
of the creature, and precious in the ſight of God. 


Some former advocates for this inſtitution have 


employed their abilities, in encountering objecti- 


ons, and attempts to depreciate it. This is in- 
deed honourable to their zeal and ſolicitude for 
obviating every poſlible ſuggeſtion of the weak, 
the rigid, or diſingenuous; but, I truſt, can ſcarce- 
ly, now, be deemed neceſſary for the fair and

reaſonable enquirer. Good God! ſhall we be told 
that vice will be encouraged, by a ſchewe for 
reſtraining and reforming it ? that female weak- 
neſs will be ſeduced, not by gaiety and flattery, 
not by viſions of pleaſure, but by a diſtant proſ- 
pect of tears, and ſighs, and ſolitude, and diſcip- 
line, and toil, and penitence? Shall we be gravely 
aſſured, that notwithſtanding every proviſion for 


the broken and contrite heart, yet numbers {till 


continue hardened and abandoned ? Alas, this is 
an undeniable and a melancholy truth. But what 
follows? Are we therefore not to receive and foſ- 
ter the returning prodigal ? Is it aſſerted that all 
the objects of your care are poor and ignorant, 
the loweſt of thoſe orders which the pride of man 
calls mean and vulgar ? Let the falſhood remain 
in full credit: you are not concerned to detect it. 
If this were.really the caſe, are they not therefore 
more eſpecially the objects of a Chriſtian's care? 
Is it at this day alledged that your benevolence 
hath been ill-placed and ineffectual ?—Look to 


the nineteen penitents now ſupported by your 


bounty: their orderly and promiſing demeanour 
confutes the invidious aſſertion. Enquire after 
thoſe numbers you have reſtored to {ocicty. T heir 


conduct bears witneſs againſt it: the fincerity

| and conſtancy of all thoſe, who have fled from

Nothing but a miraculous influence could 
crown your endeavours in every ſingle inſtance 
with full ſucceſs. But when it appears, that not- 
withſtanding the inveteracy of evil habits, yet of 
ninety-two perſons whoſe reformation hath been 
attempted, ſixteen only can be recounted, whoſe 
relapſe hath diſappointed the purpoſes of this In- 
ſtitution, let us bleſs the gracious giver of every 
good and perfect gift, who hath vouchſafed an 
harveſt ſo encouraging to our future labours. 


And ſhall it be ſaid, that by ſupporting this in- 
ſtitution, we divert the ſtreams of charity from 
the honeſt indigent to enrich the vitious and 
the profligate? God forbid! It is not to the viti- 
ous and the profligate that your arms are extend- 
| ed. It is to thoſe who ſhrink with horrour from 
the ways of vice and profligacy ; who ſtill pro- 
miſe to return uſeful members to ſociety ; whom 
the father of mercies hath pronounced to be {till 


the 
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the objects of his favour. And what God hath 
accepted, let not ſinful man preſume to treat 
with ſcorn and ſeverity.

A little more, my brethren, ſpared from your 
abundance, a. ſmall additional pittance denied to 
vanity and ſelf-enjoyment, to pride and oſtenta- 
tion, to any of thoſe various paſſions which give 
wings to the riches of this world, would ſilence 
all unreaſonable murmurings at the bounty you 
here beſtow. — But I am not now to preſcribe 
what you ſhould grant or deny on other occaſi- 
ons. Your conſciences, your reaſon, and your 
religion, muſt be your guides on all. And to 
your conſciences, your reaſon, and your religion, 
we now appeal. They will plead powerfully 
with you, for theſe unhappy females. 
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It were neither equitable nor liberal to attempt

n And — ineſtimable wage Dh: we PORN on 
that pittance of good things, beſtowed, to re-

the joy of the ten thouſand times ten thouſand 
that ſurround the throne of God! — But per- 
haps there is little need to enforce the excellence 
of this inſtitution. Many of thoſe. who hear 
me, have cheriſhed and protected it from its in- 
fant ſtate, watched its progreſs and effects, and 
bear witneſs to its ſucceſs; aid it chearfully, and 
recommend it confidently, If then there be no 
oecaſion to enliven your charity, let me at leaſt 
attempt to promote in ſome degree the gracious 
purpoſes, for which you are prepared to beſtow 
your bounty.

- myſelf to the preſent objects of your bounty; j 
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he hath raiſed you ; what glorious inſtruments of 


his merey ! They have ſhatched you, as a brand 


from the fire. Alaſs! there are reafons, why your 
ſoul ſhould be impreſſed with the deepeſt and ten- 
dereſt ſenſe of this bleſſing. Embrace it thank- 
fully; improve it diligently. Your taſk of refor- 
mation is commenced. It may not at firſt be 
pleaſing : but perſeverance will gradually ſmooth 
the path you tread. The turbulence of diſtem- 
pered paſſions will ſubſide ; and the comfort of 
innocence and a good conſcience compoſe all re- 
mains of diſtraction, like that ſpirit of God, which 
moved upon the face of the waters, and regulat- 
ed the diſorders of the material world. 


However reſcued from the depths of corrupti- 
on, you are ſtill weak. And if he who ſtandeth,

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Do you at any time feel the ſlighteſt diſpoſiti- 
on to return to your former courſe? Open the 
word of God, and learn the dreadful ſtate of 

thoſe who (a) turn from. the. boly commandment 
B delivered to them. Hear the tremendous declara- 
tion of the Apoſtle in the ſixth chapter of his 
Epiſtle to the Hebrews. (5) It is impoſſible for 
thoſe who were once enlightened, and bave taſted of 
the heavenly gift, and were made partakers of the 
Holy Ghoſt ; and have taſted the good word of God, 
and the powers of the world to come, if they fall 
away, to renew them again unto repentance. The 
ſentence is indeed denounced againſt thoſe, who 
having been inſtructed, and baptized into the 
Faith, and having received the extraordinary gifts 
of the ſpirit, denied their religion formally, and 
returned to Gentile darkneſs. But it is applicable 
to every profeſſor of Chriſtianity. Vou have been 
enlightened, you have taſted of God's mercies, 
you have been viſited by his ſpirit, you have 
weighed the promiſes and threatenings of the 
Goſpel, and haye forſaken the ways of darkneſs. 
Were you again to fall away, and to be entangled 
in your former pollutions ; it is impoſſible, not

ſtrictly ſo, for God's mercies are boundleſs, but 
exceedingly difficult, and in the uſual courſe of 
things not to be expected, that you ſhould be re- 
newed again unto repentance.

You have experienced God's mercies, and renoun- 
ced them : you have known the terrours of his 
wrath, and defied them. There are now no mo- 
tives to influence you, but thoſe you have reject- 
ed and deſpiſed. Should you even recal and re- 
volve them; they return faint and enfeebled : 
the enemy hath already conquered them : his 
ſtrength is encreaſed: it is therefore more than 
probable that he muſt again conquer them. Ob- 
{ſerve then, and weigh it I conjure you carefully, 
that your eternal happineſs or miſery muſt be de- 


cided, by the firmneſs or frailty of your preſent 


reſolutions. 


And to an awful dread of again offending God, 
add a grateful reverence for thoſe benefactors who 


have been the inftraments of his precious mercy, 


To a lively abhorrence of all paſt abominations, 
add compaſſion and forbearance and affection to 
your companions in penitence: exhort them, com- 
fort them, encourage them, with gentleneſs and 
mildneſs, with gravity and meeknels, by counſel, 


by

by inſtruction, and by example. Thus ſhall you 


approve the ſincerity of your converſion. And 


when reſtored to the world, an edifying inſtance 


of the benevolence and wiſdom of your benefac- 


tors, you ſhall, yourſelf, contribute in ſome ſort 
to this excellent inſtitution, to which you owe 


your happineſs, by juſtifying and a the 


bounty of your ſuperiours. 


And may the merciful Lord God who deſireth 
not the death of a ſinner, diſpoſe the hearts of 
all to extend this bounty with chearfulneſs and 
confidence ! May his grace render it effectual to 


the ſalvation of ſouls ! — It is received with the
